Ex amples are toy ov ens that can heat to 6 00 de­ 
grees, hotter than a fu ll-size stov e, or toy su nglass­ 
es which cou ld cau se ey e damage. 
The peril is real, for as many of 70.000 children 
are inju red by oy s each y ear, according to U. S. 
Pu blic Heal h Serv ice estimates. 
Among a list of toy s consu mer grou ps want the 
gov ernment to ban, howev er, are lawn darts. Ob­ 
v iou sly , these things can hu rt people with their 
heav y , pointed spik es if improperly u sed, as can 
their smaller indoor relativ es (which, strangely , 
hobodv demands be banned).

Bu t with 
toy s, as with any thing else, whenev er we ask the 
gov ernment to pro ect u s from all the sharp points 
and hard edges in life and reliev e u s of the need to 
ex ercise ordinary pru dence, we are ask ing it to u n­ 
dertak e a nev er-ending process. 


weak nesses of the department and its procedu res.

F ed eral Sp en d in g Prio rities Askew 


A portion of congressional activ ity this week dem­ 
onstrates perfectly one aspect of the compelling 
argu ment for a federal-state rev enu e sharing pro­ 
gram. 
The Senate defeated a proposal to k nock $110 mil­ 
lion off the space appropriations bill which was. 
earmark ed for dev elopment of a space shu ttle and 
« tation. 


IN A SECOND action, the Senate refu sed to add 
$150 million to an appropriations bill for federal 
grants to commu nities bu ilding safer and water fa­ 
cilities. 
♦ We hav e little dou bt that the ou tcome wou ld hav e 
been different had the people of Ohio or other states 
been giv en the opportu nity to decide whether their 
tax money wou ld be u sed to help allev iate pressing 
commu nity problems or as a down pay ment on an­ 
other ex pensiv e phase of manned space ex ploration. 
Commu nk ies across the nation are chok ing on 
sewage, Streams are dy ing from pollu tion. A great 
antipollu tion cry has been ju stifiably raised from 


one end of the cou ntry to the other. 
The v oices of President Nix on and some members 
of Congress hav e been added to the antipollu tion 
choru s. 
Yet, a majority of senators prefer to spend $110 
million to draft final plans foe a reu sable space­ 
craft to be u sed in a space shu ttle project that car­ 
ries an official cost estimate of $14 billion rather 
than mak ing additional fu nds av ailable to commu n­ 
ities try ing to meet problems confronting them 
right now. 


UNOFFICIAL ESTIMATES of the ev entu al cost 
of the space shu ttle project go as high as $30 billion. 
Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., called the shu ttle 
requ est “one of the most indefensible items in the 
bu dget” when weighed against domestic needs. 
Most fru strating to tax pay ers is the lack of direct 
control ov er federal spending priorities. 
Federal-state rev enu e sharing has Its weak nesses 
bu t it wou ld come closer to meeting local needs than 
the horsing arou nd that goes on in Washington. 


Pro b lem o f So lid Waste Disp o sal 


Tne Legislativ e Serv ice Committee has recom­ 
mended that state legislators consider a regional 
attack on the problem of solid waste disposal in 
Ohio. 


The av erage Ohioan, the report say s, discards 
3.3 pou nds of solid wastes each day and the amou nt 
is climbing steadily . 


CHIEF MEANS of disposing of solid waste today 
are du mping and bu rning. Obv iou sly , bu rning the 
waste adds to air pollu tion, and many du mping 
practices are u nsanitary . 


Some cities are ru nning ou t of landfill areas. And 
in cou nties lik e Colu mbiana, where steps hav e been 
tak en o enforce landfill operation regu lations, costs 
goes u p noticeably . 
Committee members 
believ e a 
regional 
solid 
waste disposal operation wou ld permit larger-scale 
disposal at an economical lev el throu gh elimination 
of du plication and broader pu blic rev enu e su pport. 
Another fac or was presented by Sen. Michael J. 
Maloney , R-Cincinnati, who said fu tu re federal aid 


for solid waste disposal sy stems may depend u pon 
the regional natu re of indiv idu al projects. 
No mention was made in the committee stu dy of 
the potential of waste recy cling ex periments now 
being condu cted arou nd the cou ntry . We believ e, 
howev er, that legislators wou ld do well to consider 
the recy cling process when they tak e u p the matter 
of waste disposal. 
Priv ate bu siness interests hav e been leading the 
parade in recy cling ex perimentation. 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS hav e come from pa­ 
per, alu minu m container and glass recy cling. The 
recy cling process mak es u se of waste items in the 
manu factu re of new produ cts. 
One ^ the drawback s has been the high cost of 
processing limited amou nts of waste produ cts. 
It is entirely possible that a regional collection 
program wou ld lower the processing cost and mak e 
solid waste disposal profitable as well as necessary . 
The potential is worth inv estigating.

Now, he 
charges arou nd St. Pau l in his 
Su per Car—a big limou sine — 
chasing criminals, chasing fire 
engines and generally creating 
u proar wherev er he charges. 
“You might say ,” said a City 
Hall observ er, “ that Charlie has 
been transformed from a plu ck ­ 
ed chick en into a stru tting pea­ 
cock .” 
For y ears, Charlie McCarty 
was a regu lar v isitor 
at 
St. 
Pau l city cou ncil meetings. Re­ 
porters called him a gadfly . “ I 
was,” said McCarty , “a con­ 
stru ctiv e critic.” 
Citizens 
be­ 
came accu stomed 
to 
reading 
Charlie’s 
opinions 
on 
pu blic 
m atters along with the may or’s 
and Hu bert Hu mphrey ’s. 
Two y ears ago, the incu mbent 
may or annou nced he wou ld not 
seek re-election and 
the idea 
stru ck sev eral people, inclu ding 
Charlie McCarty , that he might 
mak e a good may or. Ru nning 
as an independent, he defeated 
11 opponents 
to 
become St. 
Pau l’s first nonpartisan may or. 


THE DAY AFTER THE elec­ 


tion, a newspaper headline read: 
“Charlie Wins!” 
“ The people 
k new me,” he said. “ I ran a 
first-name campaign.” 
Since May or McCarty assu m­ 
ed office six months ago, St. 
Pau l residents hav e become ac­ 
qu ainted with the man they 
elected. 
“Some 
people lov e 
him,” said a local reporter,” 
“and some. I su spect, wou ld lik e 
to impeach him.” 
A charming, flowery fellow 
with warm smile and a qu ick 
handshak e, McCarty is k nown 
mostly for the fact that he lik es 
to prowl 
arou nd St. Pau l at 
night in his Su per Car, look ing 
for misdeeds. 
Not so long ago, he witnessed 
a hit-and-ru n incident and or­ 
dered his driv er, a police ser­ 
geant, to chase the fleeing car. 
The episode ended in a dead­ 
end alley with the may or leap­ 
ing from his au tomobile and 
chasing the criminal on foot. 
Another time, at a late-night 
restau rant, he rescu ed a wait­ 
ress who was being harassed by 
a cu stomer and had him arrest­ 
ed for disorderly condu ct. 
“ I promised to mak e St. Pau l 
the safest city in America du r­ 
ing my campaign,” he said, 
“and that’s what I intend to do.” 
McCarty also is giv en to chas­ 
ing fire tru ck s—an affection he 
does not tak e lightly . “I’v e been 
chasing fire engines all my life,” 
he said. “I figu red now was as 
g o o d a time as any to do it — 


and do it in grand sty le.” 


THE MAYOR IS constantly in 
possession of at least one fire or 
police radio. Ev en when he is 
giv ing speeches, he k eeps a 
small, portable radio on the po­ 
diu m. 
“ I ju st want to k now what’s 
going on,” he said. 
Some 
activ ities su rrou nding 
May or McCarty ’s administra­ 
tion, howev er, hav e not been so 
u nanimou sly appealing. 
When Charlie disagreed with 
the Ramsey Cou nty 
Welfare 
Board, he fired the entire board. 
And the day the may or accu sed 
a cou nty official of nepotism, he 
hired his own son as a sk immer 
at the sewer work s. 
“I started off u sing a sledge­ 
hammer when a scalpel wou ld 
hav e done the job,” McCarty 
said. “I’v e eased off some now. 
Any way , there’s a hellu v a lot 
more su pport for my position 
than there is opposing it.” 
At any rate, Su per- May or 
isn’t losing any sleep ov er his 
popu larity , or lack of it. For one 
thing, it’s said he sleeps so lit­ 
tle Morpheu s barely k nows him, 
“I sleep lik e I eat,” he said. 
“Only when I need it.” 
Sometimes, for instance, he 
lik es to nap at the office. Be­ 
fore 
he 
pu rchased 
his 
new 
cou ch, Su per May or u sed to 
tak e off his shoes, tak e ou t his 
false teeth and go to sleep on 
the carpet. 
“I can sleep any where,” he 
said.

What stru ck the 
American was the Red official’s 
preoccu pation with ou r immense 
world lead in the new technolo­ 
gies — and especially in com­ 
pu ters. 
W’ith amazing candor, 
the 
may or correctly characterized 
that lead as growing and as pu t­ 
ting the rest of the world — 
bu t most particu larly the Com­ 
mu nist cou ntries — at a deep­ 
ening disadv antage. 
His responses were a mix tu re 
of admiration, wonderment and 
v ery seriou s concern. He cou ld 
not see how his cou ntry , in con­ 
cert with other Iron Cu rtain 
lands and 
the 
Sov iet 
Union 
itself, cou ld do any thing bu t fall 
farther and farther behind the 
United States. 
It was plain, too, that the 
may or regards high 
dev elop­ 
ment in compu ters and related 
k nowledge dev ices as critical 
to any k ind of hopefu l approach 
by men — irrespectiv e of idol- 
ogy — to the smothering pro­ 
blems that are already u pon u s 
or can be foreseen. 
My conv ersations in Eu rope 
this su mmer su ggest that the 
Red may or has plenty of com­ 
pany both behind and on this 
side of the Iron Cu rtain. And 
some of ou r thou ghtfu l writers, 
lik e Peter Dru ck er and Zbigni­ 
ew Brzezinsk i, hav e 
recently 
penned book s which focu s in­ 
tensely on the “k nowledge ex ­ 
plosion” and ou r preeminent 
role in it. 
Of cou rse, neither the Sov iet 
Union nor its satellites can op­ 
enly ack nowledge the y awning 
gu lf separating u s from them 
in this field. Indeed, in an u n­ 
su rprising effort at 
pu tdown, 
the Kremlin gav e to one Z. 
Yu ry ev , in the y ou th-oriented 
magazine Komsomolsk ay a, the 
task of attack ing Brzezinsk i. 
Comrade Yu ry ev ’s 
spu ttering 
barrage failed totally . 


THE FACTS ARE incredible. 
We operate some 80 per cent 
of all the compu ters 
in 
the 
world. By probably no coinci­ 
dence, it is estimated that Am­ 
erica has originated abou t 80 
per cent of all scientific and 
technical discov eries in the last 
few decades. We hav e a big ad­ 
v antage in the u se of potent 
lasers, 
and 
the International 
Atomic Energy Agency 
say s 
that by 19 75, we will most lik ely 
be u sing more nu clear power 
for peacefu l pu rposes than the 
nex t 11 most popu lou s nations 
combined. 
U.S. compu ters in u se here 
may hav e gone past 70,000 in 
nu mber. Defence, space and the 
Atomic Energy Commission ac 
cou nt for only abou t 10 per cent 
of this total. Ru ssia’s pu blic em ­ 
barrassment is u nderstandable 
— its no nmilitary co mputer to ­ 
tal is estimated at so mewhere 
between 2 ,000 and 3,500 (as o f 


19 6 6 ), rou ghly the same as the 
nu njber in mu ch less popu lou s 
Japan or West Germany or ev ­ 
en the United Kingdom. 
What seemed to stagger the 
eastern Eu ropean may or was 
not ju st this gross disparity of 
nu mbers. He showed a sophis­ 
ticated awareness of ou r swift 
adv ancement to higher “gen­ 
erations" of compu ters, 
and 
fou nd this the hardest thing to 
swallow. 


WE HAVE plu nged heav ily 
into the 
“third 
generation,” 
meaning we are produ cing and 
u sing compu ters whose minia­ 
tu rized circu itry is so complex 
that a giv en dev ice may pou r 
ou t millions u pon millions of 
calcu lations in small fractions 
of a second. 
Dru ck er, 
in 
his 
celebrated 
book , ‘“Die Age of Discontin­ 
u ity ," figu res this cou ntry will 
need one million new compu t­ 
er programmers in the nex t 15 
y ears, not to mention another 
500,000 sy stems engineers and 
designers and other specialists 
drawing on the compu ter’s ou t­ 
pu t. 
There is no u se try ing to stop 
all this. Radicals’ bombs hav e 
smashed a few compu ters bu t 
they are not ev en a ripple on 
the tide. As we can see, the 
Reds don’t want to stop u s bu t 
to catch u p. 
We are in this realm the env y 
of the globe. This mak es new 
political and psy chological pro­ 
blems for u s abroad. Yet, not­ 
withstanding foreign and dom­ 
estic critics’ blasts against the 
hu ge force of ou r technologies, 
Brzezinsk i echoes practical lead­ 
ers ev ery where when he say s, in 
“ Between Two Ages,” that “the 
United States is the innov ativ e 


and creativ e society of today .” 
The science ex plosion he finds 
“ the most 
rapidly ex panding 
aspect of ou r entire reality .” 
What we need, I su ggest, is a 
way of sharing it with other 
peoples more fu lly , and a way 
of mastering its v ast effects as 
we nev er did those of the simp­ 
ler, cru der indu strial rev olu tion.

the fact that there had been a 
half-dozen instances in 
which 
congress had passed 11th hou r 
no-strik e laws in the last 15 
y ears, this was the first time 
congress ev er legislated a pay 
raise to be made by a priv ate 
indu stry .

President had simply ask ed for 
a law to continu e the negotia­ 
tion period throu gh March 1. 
Why did Congress interv ene 
In the actu al negotiations of wage 
scales? It is being predicted 
that nearly all chance for a nego­ 
tiated settlement has been re­ 
mov ed and that both the rail­ 
roads and the u nions will go 
back to Congress for assistance 
nex t y ear. There is talk , more­ 
ov er, that the law passed last 
week is u nconstitu tional. Manv 
senators feel that perhaps the 
pay -raise action shou ld not hav e 
been tak en, bu t they were con­ 
cerned with the seriou sness of 
the rail stoppage, which had 
begu n to spread throu ghou t the 
natiion. 
ALREADY 
SOME railroad 
are complaining that thev will 
not hav e enou gh money to ab­ 
sorb the wage increases and 
will requ ire help from he gov ­ 
ernment. The Penn Central sav s 
it will need 49 million dollars 
by Jan. 1 to meet the 13.5 per 
cent increase or it will hav e 
to cease all its operations. 
The problem of dealing with 
indu stries that hav e a nation­ 
wide effect on commerce is, 
howev er, one that Congress ob­ 
v iou sly shou ld handle. The na­ 
tional legislativ e body has pro­ 
hibited monopolies throu gh an­ 
titru st laws, and all sorts of 
restrictions hav e been placed 
on improper acts in the sale and 
distribu tion of commercial pro­ 
du cts. 
Since the Congress has the 
constitu tional power to deal with 
strik es inv olv ing interstate com­ 
merce, the su ggestion made by 
Arthu r Bu rns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserv e Board, in a re­ 
cent speech is pertinent. 
He 
said that fu rther steps may be 
necessary to slow die rise in 
wages which is forcing prices 
u pward, 
and he stated that 
among these steps . might 
be 
“compu lsory arbitration of la­ 
bor dispu tes in indu stries that 
v itally inv olv e the pu blic inter­ 
est.” 


ACTION BY CONGRESS af 
the last minu te in labor dis­ 
pu tes in an effort to prev ent or 
end a big strik e is not an order­ 
ly way to protect the “ pu blic 
interest.” For obiou sly the po­ 
litical interests of the moment 
and the coercion of an emer­ 
gency situ ation play a leading 
role. 
What happened last week de­ 
serv es carefu l ex amination by 
the President and Congress so 
that legislation may be enacted 
setting u p compu lsory arbitra­ 
tion tribu nals. Prov ision shou ld 
be made for heav y penalties in 
the ev ent the law is disregard­ 
ed by the u nions concerned or 
by any body else. 
There seems to hav e dev elop­ 
ed ev en among some gov ern­ 
ment employ es an impression 
that they can stop work when­ 
ev er they please if a dispu te 
ov er wages arises. 
It 
is, 
of 
cou rse, one thing for an indi­ 
v idu al to ex ercise his right to 
work or qu it. Bu t when em­ 
ploy es do so in a grou p and 
there is ev idence of a concert­ 
ed effort to defy the law, this 
can constitu te a conspiracy to 
v iolate the statu tes. 
Certainly a means of prev ent­ 
ing crippling strik es inv olv ing 
the “pu blic interest” is a su b­ 
ject that needs to be tack led 
by Congesss and by the Pres­ 
ident.

Ohio's Shock Law' 
Ov er 9 0% Effectiv e 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Ohio’s 
controversial “shock law,” un­ 
der which convicted felons can 
be released from prison in less 
than two months after confine­ 
ment, has proved better than 90 
per cent effective. 


W. Donald He:*sel, director of 
the University of Cincinnati In­ 
stitute of Governmental Re­ 
search, reported that of the 
1,343 prisoners released since 
1965, all but 120 have been re­ 
habilitated. 
At the same time, he noted 
in a monthly report, the system., 
used in 84 of Ohio’s 88 counties, 
has saved the taxpayers $2.2 
million. Cost of keeping a pris­ 
oner in jail is about $2,000 an­ 
nually, he said, while it costs 
$3.50 a year for probation. 
“ Although an occasional fail­ 
ure makes spectacular head­ 
lines,” 
Heisel’s report 
said, 
“91.1 per cent of felons have 
been successfully rehabilitated. 
“The 8.9 per cent who failed 
represent the gamble that is 


inevitable in dealing with the 
unpredictable human animal.” 
The shock treatment law per­ 
mits courts to incarcerate a 
convicted felon, then release 
him after 30 to 60 days of con­ 
finement. The theory behind the 
law is that the shock of prison 
life will make the felon more 
amenable to supervision by pro­ 
bation officers, the report noted. 
“The treatment has several 
advantages, particularly when 
applied to first offenders,” ac­ 
cording to the report. 
They include: 
—It gives the offender the ex­ 
posure to the kind of prison life 
he will have if he does not mend 
his ways. 
—It places him under the 
supervision of professional pro­ 
bation officers who can help his 
adjustment once released. 
—It places him outside in the 
community to which he must 
adjust rather than the artificial 
society in an institution which is
